~ Cleveland, Ohio, September 13.— 
Paul Jaworski, one of the men 
‘who engineered the sensational dyna- 
miting of an express company truck 
jn Pittsburgh two years ago and then 
escaped from jail while awaiting sen- 
tence after pleadin, guilty to shooting 
a guard, killed in the holdup, was 
shot and captured here today. He 
was believed dying tonight. 

Jaworski was brought down as he 
tried to escape from a house where 
he had taken refuge after a flight in 
which he killed one patrolman and in- 
jured another. 


Bystander Shot. 


Patrolman Anthony Wieczorek whs 
killed and George E. Effinger, a fel- 
low officer, was wounded in the fight. 
Ben Majsterok, a bystander, was in- 
jured by a stray bullet. 

Jaworski was surprised by the pa- 
trolmen and two Pittsburgh detec- 


tives in a restaurent where he was 
eating with a companion. Jaworski 
opened fire without a word = and 
Wieczorek fell dead. Effinger and 
the t,.. detectives closed in but the 
fugitive ran to a house in a lumber 
yard two blocks away. The officers 
followed, shooting at him as he fled, 
but he got to the house apparently 
uninjured. His companions disap- 
peared during the chase. 

A flying squad of police and every 
available patrolman and motorcycle 
officer in the vicinity were sum- 
moned and the officers closed-in on 
the house. For several minutes, Jaw- 
orski held them at bay, and then, his 
ammunition apparertly running low, 
he dashed through the back door, fir- 
ing as he came. 


Patrolman Youra Koudela dropped 
him with a charge of buckshot. , 


Truck Bombed. 


In the payroll robbery in which 
Jaworski was convicted, a mine plant- 
ed under the pavement demolished the 
truck and killed a guard. Jaworski 
and his gang escaped with a payroll 
of the Pittsburgh Terminal Coal com- 
pany, totalling about $104,000. They 
were captured on a farm several days 
later and most of the money fecov- 
ered. Jaworski was convicted of mur- 
der for the guard’s death, and was

Our plenipotentiaries in the conven- 
tion were Dr, H. S. Cumming, sur- 
geon general of the United States 
public health service, and Surgeon W. 
W. King of the same service. 


Among the things agreed upon in | 


this convention were the methods for 
dealing with outbreaks of cholera, 
plague, yellow fever, typhus and small- 
pox, especially measures to prevent 
the spread of these epidemic diseases 
via transportation or travel routes. 
These sanitary measures deal with 
seaport and ship travel mainly, but 
also with land travel over frontiers. 
In view of the popular impression that 
books, magazines, letters or papers 
may carry disease, 1 quote from the 
convention agreed upon article 10: 

Letters and correspondence, printed 
matter, books, newspapers, business 
documents, ete., shall not be subject to 
any sanitary measures. Post parcels 
shall be subjected to restriction only 
if their contents include articles on 
which the measures provided by ar- 
ticle 17 of the present convention may 
be enforced.

Merchandise coming from an _ in- 
fected local area and likely to harbor 
plague-infected rats may be unloaded 
only on condition that the precautions 
necessary to prevent the escape of 
rats and to insure their destruction 
are taken as far as practicable. 

(b) In the case of cholera, body 
linen, wearing apparel and bedding 
which have been in recent use may be 
subjected to disinfection. 

In derogation of the provisions of 


fish, shellfish and vegetables may be 
prohibited unless they have undergone 
treatment calculated to destroy 
(germs). 

(ec) In the case of exanthematous 
(rash) typhus, body linen. wearing 
apparel, and bedding which have been 
in recent use, as well as rags not car- 
ried as merchandise in large quanti- 
ties, may he subjected to disinsectiza- 
tion (delousing). 

(d) In the case of smallpox, body 
linen, wearing apparel and bedding 
Which have been in recent use, as well 
as rags not carried as merchandise in 


disinfection. 

These provisions fairly reflect the 
present world view of the question of 
the conveyance of disease by inani- 
mate objects. Note that the world's 
sanitary authorities no longer imagine 
there is any real danger of the spread 
of smallpox by letters, for instance. 
Note that an important, if not the 
paramount purpose of subjecting 
clothing, bed clothing and the like to 
sanitary measures is to prevent ver- 
min from carrying the germs of dis- 
ease, 

QUESTIONS .._ND ANSWERS. 

The Dust Hazard. 

Does the dust from garnet, flint 
or silicon carbide enter one’s 
lungs when he breathes it, or does 
it remain in the throat and nasal 
mucus? Is a workman likely to 
become consumptive from breath- 
ing this dust regularly? (J. B.) 
Answer—Silica dust is most harm- 

and probably garnet and flint 
dusts are as bad or worse. Silica dust 
may completely cripple a worker in 
three or four years. Inhalation of this 
dust in itself produces a chronic lung 
disease similar to tuberculosis, and the 
damage to the lungs predisposes the 
workman to tuberculosis. The mucus 
secretion of nose and throat does en- 
tangle some of the dust, but is inade- 
quate protection o rely on when the 
workman is constantly exposed to the 


dust.

Government prosecutors issued 
subpoenaes for 40 witnesses, but only 
a few of those sought were found. 

“We will go to trial early in this 
ease,” said Edwin Davis, assistant 
United States attorney general. “The 
society people who have been subpoen- 
aed will be called into court where 
they will publicly relate their trans- 
actions with Kerper.”
